Waiting  for  a  Rebirth 


**In  September  of  2006,  the  Creightonian 
sent  reporter  Kelli  Mutchler  and  photographer 
Colin  Conces  down  to  New  Orleans,  where  they 
spent  two  days  working  on  a  Habitat  for  Human- 
ity site  and  searching  the  city  for  stories.  This  is 
one  of  many.** 


When  a  New  Orleans  resident  dies,  the 
notes  of  a  jazz  song  lead  funeral  participants 
away  from  the  grave.  The  tradition,  called  a 
2nd  line,  remains  a  vital  color  in  the  city's  cul- 
ture. So  as  residents  and  evacuees  watch  the 
city's  rebuilding,  it  is  hoped  that  their  passion- 
ate spirit  and  infamous  enthusiasm  for  life  can 
lead  New  Orleans  away  from  the  deadly  wake 
of  Katrina. 

Henry  Swanson  and  Carolyn  Nogess  can 
hear  this  rebuilding  melody  from  the  front 
deck.  Sitting  under  the  afternoon  sun-  the  deck 
roof  was  ripped  off  by  the  hurricane-  the  two 
stare  at  the  row  of  new  Habitat  houses  going 
up  across  the  street.  While  we  pull  up  plastic 
lawn  chairs,  the  sounds  of  hammers  echo  from 
the  rainbow-painted  homes  back  to  Nogess' 
own  dilapidated  yard. 

Nogess  says  she's  excited  to  see  the  block 
come  alive  when  the  new  neighbors  move  in, 
but  it  doesn't  mean  that  she's  taking  down  the 
protest  signs  on  her  fence. 

"They  up  until  Mother  Nature  takes  'em 


down.  They  are  gonna  stay  up.  Those  signs 
represent  my  neighbors,  this  neighborhood," 
Nogess  says. 

The  neon  posters  ask  in  permanent  mark- 
er "Make  levees  not  war,"  and  "FEMA  got 
trailors?  We  need  one."  Nogess  and  Swanson 
reassure  us  that  they're  not  frustrated  with 
the  new  building,  they're  frustrated  at  waiting 
for  other  people  do  things  they  can't  do  them- 
selves. Like  move  into  a  trailer.  Or  install  a 
new  electric  meter. 

Swanson  said  he  and  Nogess  spend  much 
of  their  days  outside,  waiting  for  the  electric 
company  that  promised  to  show  up  two  weeks 
ago.  'The  Waiting  Game,"  Swanson  calls  it. 

He  can't  start  removing  debris  or  repair- 
ing the  house  at  3918  Roman  St.  until  the  lights 
work.  And  there  is  still  no  word  on  their  appli- 
cation to  the  Road  Home  housing  plan,  which 
guarantees  money  to  homeowners  who  lost 
property  in  the  hurricane. 

"We  flappin  in  the  wind  here,"  said  No- 
gess. 

Yet  the  two  are  remarkably  un-bitter. 
They're  laughing  and  sarcastically  assess- 
ing their  situation,  cracking  jokes  about  the 
dead  yard  and  the  broken  front  door.  Nogess 
describes  the  emotions  she  felt  when  she  re- 
turned to  her  house  for  the  first  time,  and  says 
that  while  she  would  never  wish  this-  the  de- 
struction, the  corruption,  the  desperation-  on 


anyone,  it  has  taught  her  a  lot. 

"Out  of  Katrina  arose  some  pretty  good 
things.  The  storm  brought  in  perspective  on 
how  fleeting  life  is.  Live  life  with  passion,"  No- 
gess says,  fingering  a  necklace  with  that  veryj 
motto.  I 

That's  when  Swanson  explaines  the  sig- 
nificance of  the  2nd  line  funeral.  He's  a  jazz 
singer  himself.  Although  the  only  photos  he 
has  to  show  us  are  smudged  with  traces  of 
floodwater,  he  gently  picks  through  the  pages 
of  a  photo  album,  pointing  out  pictures  of  the 
old  New  Orleans  and  talking  about  his  hopes 
for  the  new  one. 

Until  the  house  is  redone,  he  said  he  won't 
pick  up  an  instrument.  But  he  hopes  that  even- 
tually he  can  join  other  musicians  in  bringing 
the  traditional  sounds  of  the  city  back  to  life. 

Nogess  and  Swanson  both  want  the  de- 
mands of  their  protest  signs  met,  and  they  re- 
ally want  that  electric  meter.  An  end  to  the  cor- 
ruption would  also  be  nice.  But  more  than  all 
these,  they  just  want  the  city  to  survive. 

As  we  stand  up  to  leave,  Nogess  leaps  out 
of  her  chair  and  wraps  us  each  in  a  big  hug,  tell- 
ing us  to  come  back  any  time  we're  in  town. 

"We'll  probably  still  be  sitting  here  wait- 
ing," Swanson  chuckles. 

"The  city  will  never  be  what  it  was,  but  it 
can  be  what  it's  gonna  be,"  said  Nogess. 

"Hopefully  better,"  adds  Swanson.

More  than  just  some- 
thing for  students  to  put  on 
a  resume,  service  is  a  vital 
aspect    of   Jesuit    education. 

Through  the  Creighton 
Center  for  Service  and  Justice 
and  other  organizations,  stu- 
dents have  numerous  options 
when  deciding  to  volunteer. 

For  students  who  can  only 
spare  a  few  hours  a  week,  the 
CCSJ  offers  six  weekly  service 
sites,  working  with  children, 
adults  learning  English  or 
Omaha'shomelesscommunity. 

These  projects  only  last 
about  two  hours,  transporta- 
tion is  provided  and  there  is 
no    long-term    committment. 

If  an  individual  is  inter- 
ested in  a  longer  project, 
fall  and  spring  service  trips 
provide      that      opportunity. 

Volunteers  are  placed 
in  small  groups  which 
stay  together  through- 
out   the    week    of    service. 

Past  service  sites  have 
included  Nashville,  Tenn., 
Chicago,  111.,  Cleveland, 
Ohio   and   other  cities  close 


to  the  Midwest.  The  groups 
stay  with  partner  programs, 
usually  social  justice  institu- 
tions   or    Catholic    missions. 

"Service  trips  are  a  great 
way  to  put  in  a  lot  of  work 
in  a  short  amount  of  time," 
junior  Kassie  Pfluger  said. 
Pfluger  was  a  participant  in 
the  fall  break  immersion  trip; 
her  group  volunteered  to  help 
build  a  house  in  Stroud,  Okla. 

The  Creighton  chapter  of 
Habitat  for  Humanity  also 
hosts  fall  and  spring  break  proj- 
ects. Volunteers  help  to  build 
a  Habitat  house  during  the 
Monday  thru  Friday  of  break. 

These  builds  contribute 
a  great  deal  to  the  comple- 
tion of  a  yearly  Creighton 
house,  which  students  work 
on  for  the  entire  school  year. 

The  sixth  Creighton  house 
will  be  completed  this  spring. 

The  president  of  Habi- 
tat at  Creighton,  junior 
Adam  Ernest,  has  been  im- 
pressed with  Creighton's 
commitment  to   the   service. 

"Not  only  does  Creighton 


have  an  academic  reputa- 
tion which  seeks  to  chal- 
lenge students  within  the 
classroom,"  Ernest  said,  "but 
that  sense  of  critical  think- 
ing is  then  turned  to  the 
surrounding         community." 

Creighton's  committment 
to  service  has  not  gone  un- 
noticed nationally.  In  a  top 
25  list  of  universities  that 
are  "Saviors  of  Our  Cities," 
Creighton    ranked    No.    25. 

Dr.  Evan  Dobelle,  president 
of  the  New  England  Board  of 
Higher  Education,  created  the 
listing  as  an  alternative  to  the 
"Top  Party  Schools"  rankings. 

"Personally,  when  I  heard 
what  it  was,  I  was  very  grati- 
fied... it  really  does  speak 
with  what  Creighton  is  tying 
to  do,"  university  president 
Rev.  John  P.  Schlegel  said. 
"It's  giving  back  to  the  com- 
munity, it's  land  development, 
it's  public  safety  issues,  it's 
service    to    the    community." 

Students'  estimated  40,000 
hours  of  service  per  year  are 
a  testament  to  this  ranking.

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Students  and  faculty  seek  tci 


Kent  State  University.  Uni- 
versity of  California  at  Berkeley. 
Most  people  would  associate 
these  two  schools  with  social 
activism  and  protest  —  but  what 
about  Creighton  University? 

Though  not  nationally 
known  as  a  university  dedicated 
to  social  activism,  Creighton  is 
far  from  apathetic.  Just  before 
Thanksgiving,  nearly  60  Creigh- 
ton students,  faculty  and  staff 
journeyed  to  Columbus,  Ga.  to 
protest  and  remember  the  lives 
lost  that  many  blame  on  the 
School  of  the  Americas. 

The  school,  often  referred 
to  as  the  "School  of  the  Assas- 
sins," has  been  accused  of  train- 
ing Latin  American  soldiers  in 
counterinsurgency  and  combat 
training  for  more  than  59  years. 
Located  on  Ft.  Benning  in  Co- 
lumbus, Ga,  the  school  was  re- 
named the  Western  Hemisphere 
Institute  for  Security  Coopera- 


tion in  2001. 

The  school  remains  a  contro- 
versial establishment  because 
many  of  its  graduates  have  been 
accused  of  murder,  rape,  torture 
and  assassination  of  thousands 
of  Latin  Americans. 

Some  publicized  deaths  in- 
clude Monsignor  Oscar  Romero 
and  American  missionary  Jean 
Donovan.  One  of  the  worst  inci- 
dents, the  El  Mozote  massacre, 
left  900  civilians  dead  at  the 
hands  of  19  SOA  graduates. 

To  voice  their  objection  and 
commemorate  the  lives  lost, 
Creighton  students,  staff  and 
faculty  embarked  on  a  20-hour 
bus  ride  to  Columbus,  Ga. 

The  participants  arrived  in 
Columbus  in  late  afternoon  to 
attend  the  first  day  of  the  Ninth 
Annual  Ignatian  Family  Teach- 
in  for  Justice.  The  teach-in  is 
hosted  by  the  Ignatian  Solidar- 
ity Network.

Jesuit  universities,  colleges, 
high  schools  and  other  organiza- 
tions from  across  the  nation  gath- 
ered at  the  teach-in  to  listen  to  a 
speakers  and  unite  in  solidarity 
with  one  another. 

The  teach-in  continued  the 
next  day,  where  students  listened 
to  several  speakers.  Musician 
Francisco  Herrera  sang  and 
played  the  guitar,  inspiring  stu- 
dents to  sing  and  dance.  Speakers 
like  Ana  Chavez-Fischer,  whose 
husband  was  killed  in  El  Salvador, 
had  students  weeping  openly  and 
comforting  one  another. 

The  teach-in  addressed  other 
social-justice  issues  as  well.  Sis- 
ter Helen  Prejean  spoke  about 
her  experiences  working  with 
death  row  inmates  and  the  death 
penalty.  She  also  spoke  about  the 
displaced  people  left  in  the  wake 
of  Hurricane  Katrina. 

"That  should  never  have  hap- 
pened," she  said.  "Now  the  ques- 
tion is,  what  are  you  going  to  do 
about  it?" 

The  Rev.  Joseph  Carver,  S.J. 
of  the  Jesuit  School  of  Theology 
at  Berkeley  University  called  stu- 
dents to  take  action  in  their  com- 


munities. 

"Make  a  bold  choice  not  to 
pretend  to  care  about  justice,"  he 
said. 

Dave  Robinson  of  Pax  Christi 
USA  echoed  Carver,  urging  stu- 
dents to  defend  their  convictions. 

"Hope  has  two  daughters: 
anger  and  courage,"  he  said.  "An- 
ger because  of  the  way  things  are 
and  the  courage  to  do  something 
about  it." 

The  final  event,  the  vigil,  was 
held  on  Sunday  at  the  gates  of 
Ft.  Benning.  Participants  carried 
white  crosses  bearing  the  names 
of  victims  that  died  at  the  hands  of 
SOA  graduates. 

In  a  funeral-like  procession, 
participants  marched  to  the  gates 
of  Ft.  Benning  where  they  placed 
crosses,  signs,  flags  and  pictures 
in  the  barbed  fence.  Protestors  are 
warned  that  they  will  be  arrested 
if  they  attempt  to  cross  the  fence 
and  16  were  arrested  this  year  and 
are  being  called  the  "SOA  16." 

From  the  main  stage,  singers 
cried  the  names  of  every  victim. 
After  each  name  was  said,  partici- 
pants raised  their  crosses  in  uni- 
son and  proclaimed,  "presente!" 
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(close  the  SOA

or  "present"  in  Spanish.  Participants 
say  they  are  present  on  behalf  of  the 
victims  who  are  not  there  with  them. 

Creighton  students  responded  to 
the  messages  they  heard. 

For  Arts  &  Sciences  senior  Erik 
Jensen,  his  trip  to  Georgia  was  espe- 
cially meaningful  after  spending  last 
summer  in  El  Salvador  with  a  host  fam- 
ily. 

"I  was  able  to  stay  with  a  family  in 
a  small  town  called  Guarjila,"  he  said. 
"My  [host]  mother  told  me  of  her  two 
sisters  who  were  raped  and  murdered 
by  troops  in  their  civil  war  and  also  of 
her  husband  who  was  hacked  to  pieces 
with  a  machete  for  being  a  revolution- 
ary artist." 

Jensen  said  hearing  the  personal 
accounts  of  his  host  family  intensified 
his  experience.  For  Jensen,  the  vigil 
seemed  to  reaffirm  his  commitment  to 
achieving  social  justice. 

"I  carried  these  names  to  the  vigil, 
and  it  was  overwhelming  to  cry  out 
'presente'  and  raise  my  cross  —  to 
visibly  remember  and  affirm  that  this 
school  and  the  policies  connected  to  it 
are  destructive  to  humanity  and  they 
must  be  stopped,"  he  said. 

Though  many  students  have  at- 
tended the  IFTI/SOA  vigil  and  protest 
before,  several  participated  for  the  first 
time. 

For  freshman  and  first-time  partici- 
pant Madeline  Witcher,  the  experience 
will  help  her  remain  aware  of  social- 
justice  issues. 

"I  hope  it  keeps  me  more  socially 
conscious,"  she  said. 

The  only  freshman  on  the  trip, 
Witcher  said  her  fellow  Creighton  stu- 
dents made  her  feel  welcome  and  were 
integral  to  her  experience. 

"At  first  I  didn't  know  what  to  ex- 
pect but  I  was  excited,"  she  said.  "It 
wasn't  weird  being  the  only  freshman 
because  we  had  such  a  great  commu- 
nity [of  students  and  faculty]." 

Arts  &  Science  sophomore  Alicia 
Donner  said  her  experience  is  one 
she  will  never  forget.  She  said  she  will 
remember  what  William  Sloan,  a  mem- 
ber of  Veterans  for  Peace  told  her. 

"He  said,  'numbers  count,  organi- 
zations count,  and  you  count.  Commu- 
nity magnifies  emotion  and  gets  things 
accomplished,'"  she  said.  "I'll  always 
remember  I'm  called  to  act."

Imagine  sitting  in  class  watching  the 
minute  hand  slowing  tick  around  the  clock. 

After  about  five  minutes 
you  realize  that  your  mind  can't 
control  time  and  your  eyes  be- 
gin to  graze  around  the  room. 

Suddenly,     the     eyes 
stop  on  a  cross  that  is 
hanging  on  the  wall 

You  think  to  your- 
self,      I've 
never   seen 
that      here 
before, 
but      since 
your  going 
to      school 
at   a  Jesuit   catholic 
university    you    don't 
think  anything  about  it. 

The  crosses  and  cruci- 
fixes that  are  seen  throughout 
all  the  classrooms  on  campus 
didn't  just  appear  over  night. 

Thanks  to  Deb  Fortina, 
assistant  vice  president  of 
academic  affairs,  and  a  group 
of  others  the  cross  and  cruci- 
fixes were  bought  and  hung 
between     1998     and     1999. 

'The  idea  came  from  an 
article  that  appeared  in  the 
Chronicle  of  Higher  Education 
in  November  of  1997.  Our  then 
Academic  Vice  President,  Dr. 
Charlie  Dougherty  had  read  where  some 
Georgetown  students  were  questioning 
why  their  Catholic  University  did  not  have 
crucifixes  in  the  classroom,"  Fortina  said. 

When  Fortina  and  other  started  to  take 
inventory  of  Creighton's  campus,  they  were 
surprised  to  find  that  most  of  the  class- 
rooms where  without  a  cross  or  crucifix. 

'Through  the  years  we  think  as 
the  result  of  various  renovations,  our 
crosses  and  crucifixes  might  have 
been  taken  down,  and  not  hung  again 
when  the  work  was  done,"  Fortina  said. 

After  this  realization  was  made 
they  began  the  process  of  ordering 
crosses  and  crucifixes  from  every  cul- 
ture and  country,  trying  to  represent 
he    various    cultures    Creighton    serves. 

"We  considered  our  enrolled  Inter- 
national students  country  of  origin  back 
then,  and  tried  to  find  crucifixes  from 
those  countries  where  possible,  said 
Fortina.  We  also  considered  all  of  the 
states  where  our  students  called  home." 

The  crosses  and  crucifixes  come  from 
all  over  the  country  Many  of  them  were 
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acquired  from  local  book  and  church  sup- 
pliers, while  others  were  found  on  the  web. 
The  Benedictine  Monastery 
out  in  Schuyler,  Neb.,  a  mission- 
ary order  out  of  Germany,  was 
also  a  good  supplier  of  crosses 
and  crucifixes  from  Af- 
rica and  South  America. 
They  also  had  a 
few  crossed  from 
countries 
in  Europe. 
When 
faculty  mem- 
bers would 
travel  the 
group  would 
ask  them  to  look  for 
crosses  and  crucifixes. 
"Dr.  Barb  Braden 
was  responsible  for  some 
of  them,  because  her  travel 
schedule  fi^equently  took  her 
out  of  the  country,  and  then 
Dean  of  the  Law  School,  Larry 
Raful  brought  back  one  or  two 
from  Israel  made  of  wood  from 
the  Olive  tree,"  Fortina  said. 
Once  the  crosses  and  cru- 
cifixes were  obtained  Andy 
Alexander,  S.J.,  and  Maureen 
McCann  Waldron  from  Univer- 
sity Ministry,  blessed  them. 
Out  of  the  60  to  70 
crosses  there  are  a  few  du- 
plicates, but  not  many.  The  crosses 
from  El  Salvador  may  be  the  only  that 
are  similar  or  in  some  cases  the  same. 
The  next  time  you  moving  yours 
eyes  around  the  room,  "remember  all  the 
cross  and  crucifixes  have  been  blessed, 
and  prayed  over  asking  the  good  Lord 
to  watch  over  all  our  students,  our  fac- 
ulty and  bless  their  study,"  Fortina  said.
